He has the money, but he 
can not Ilnd the poods. 

In ordlnarj' times this economic unljalancc 
would correct ItscU. ManutnctiirL-rs would ex- 
pand production. New plunts would be open- 
ed. New conveniences and luxuries would ap- 
pear. 

Such natural rcadjuslmcnl is impossible 
todn.v. The shortafre nrl.ies /mm dJversJoji o! 
planus and raw materials to war production. 
It win persist until Hitler and HIrohlto have 
been defeated. 

With money enough to buy 40 per cent 
more, the worker can spend even Ich;; than 
bclore the war. His purchases ot foodstuffs 
are limited by rationing. His rent l.s moder- 
ately well pegged. Except for some surpluses 
now nearlng exhaustion, he can not buy the 
durable goods for which he yearns. 

What is he EoSns to do? He Is roIiir lo pav 
enormous and ever IncrcasinE taxes. He Is 
going to buy war bonds. Presumably iic will 
Increase his Insurance somewhat, niid tuck 
.something Into savings accounts for emer- 
gency use. 

He can. of course, patronize black nmrkels. 
■ and spend money on rldlcutou.sly overpriced 
articles In the uncontrolled -cateRorj^cs. He 
can blow himself to fancy clothes, nlKlll club.s. ' 

It Is to urge against such cxccsse.'i that we 
are recapitulating once more the oftcn-told 
story of what makes for Inflntlon. The wise 
worker will not waste even now, Icsl lie .shall 
want, tomorrow. 

Some day war-Inflated wnRc.-! and hours 
win return to normal. Incomes will drop. 
Automobiles, stoves, refrigerators, radlcs 
will be worn out — and there will be replace- 
ments In the stores. 

The family that saves Iti cxcr.';.'; Income 
now win be In petition after the war to buy 
those things which for the moment can not 
be had. Its purchase! will keep factories 
polng, provide employment, and help to avert 
economic disaster.

AN ESSENTIAL INDUSTItV 
The manpower problem In retnillng Is be- 
coming critical. Experienced personnel have 
been lost to the draft, to defense Industries 
and through enrollment In lhc«rmcd forces. 
In the field of food distribution for example, 
Ihe present turnover of manpower is approxL 
mately 10 per cent per week. Merchant; 
generally have accepted the .situation 'un^ 
complalnlnBli', but It now becomes obvious 
that unless the federal government acts to 
prevent further Inroads, American retailing 
maj' not be able to weather the .storm and 
efficient distribution of food as well as other 
necessities may collapse. 

Thus far, the government has failed lo 
recognize the essential part out merchants 
play In putting necessities into ■ the hands 
of consumers. It seems to have overlooked 
the fact thai without the cooperation of [he 
retailers, price and rationing control.'; would 
be completely demorallied. and more impor- 
tant, morale on the home front, which de- 
pends to a great defiree on the availability of 
the civilian sinews of war supplied by the 
merchant, wouM .villcr a ."serious ,'ietback. 

A breakdown in the field of dl.strlbutlon 
would be as grave as a breakdown in pro- 
duction because mass dlstrlbullon has bc- 
comt the handmaiden of ma.s.s prodiicUnn. 
Neither Is efficient unless supplemented by 
the other. 



PRESSURE ON MARTINIQUE 
Stoppage of food exports to Martinique will 
meet with the approval of most Amcrlcms. 
We may have no Rood ethical rlnht to apply 
military pressure to that French island— al- 
though even that Is debatable. But certainly 
we are not obligated to feed a regime lhat 
deliberately Is stringing along with Hitler. 

So long as there was a nominally Indepen- 
dent Vichy govemment to which most French 
colonics gave allegiance. Admiral Roberts 
had a talJclng point for his declination to 
Join the allies. Now he Is holding out alone 
while almost every other Frenchman not 
cowed by nail tnxjps Is flEhtlng for freedom. 
Let him ask HlUer lor food.
